Some of these 
Negroes got on a barrab, shot op a Texas towo, killed at 
least one, and woiimicd several other innocent citizens. 
Their duty in the town was to enforce peace, not to create 
riot. Bot, try how hard they might, the military au- 
thorities were unable to discover the guilty ones, the en- 
tire battalion to which they belonged refusing absolutely 
to "peacb." At a lasi resort, the Presideat ordered the 
whole shootin' match disniisseil from ihe service in dis- 
grace, and even that drastic action cannot wipe out the 
disgrace thty brought upon the uniform they wore. Rouse- 
volt is right. As President, he insists that every citizen 
shall respect every man who wears the colors of his coun- 
try; and as Oommander-in-Ohief of the Army and Navy, 
he has the umloubted right to dctnatxl that every siMdier 
and sailor shall so conduct himself as to deserve the re- 
spect and confidence of every cititen. His summary ac- 
tion in tills ( !i>p, I aiiiiiit, is not warranted by red-tape 
Army Regulations; but the extraordinary offense required 
extraordinary treatment— and got it. 

I wonder if there would have been such a hullabaloo if 
these had been white soldier-?
